OEAM IS KNOCKED OUT 


Judge Coolidge Dissolves the In* 
junction Against the Benton 
Harbor Electric Railroad. 


BIG BLOCKOFSTOCK ANNULLED 


Mr. D tam la Commanded By th s 
COurt to Opon th e Com­ 
pany's B ifa. 


Judge Coolidge baa diaaolved the in­ 
junction issued upon application of 
Vice President Deam, and the Benton 
Harbor Electric railroad company is 
now in shape to go forward with its 
business. 


After the injunction suit was started 
it was the desire of President Hamil­ 
ton, Secretary Hollis and Treasurer 
Davies to settle the matter without any 
long drawn-out litigation, as litigation 
meant delay in the construction of the 
road. Mr. Deam also desired a settle­ 
ment and upon his suggestion the at­ 
torneys of the two factions, Howell for 
Deam and Bridgman for the defend­ 
ants, were delegated to come to a set­ 
tlement which both parties agreed to 
ratify. The 
lawyers got 
together. 
Both yielded several points in the con­ 
troversy 
and 
an 
agreement 
was 
reached. Hamilton, Hollis and Davies 
accepted the settlement but Deam ob­ 
jected to it because he would be satis­ 
fied with nothing less than a controll­ 
ing interest. 


It was then agreed between the at­ 
torneys that the matter should 
be 
argued before the judge on the com- 
laint and answer and the hearing was 
eld at Niles Thursday afternoon. 
The ground was gone over at great 
length and on Friday Judge Coolidge 
rendered a decision dissolving the in­ 
junction and declaring that the 5,600 
shares of stock which were divided 
among the directors was null and 
void. The court also ordered Deam to 
at once open the safe of the company, 
the combination to which he is alleged 
to have changed and to deliver oveino

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and

out, the original amount issued. 
The 
stock book shows that they are held 
100 shares each by the following eight 
persons, H. D. Deam, John L. Deam, 
A. H. Deam, John S. Moats, John W. 
Hamilton, Charles 6. Davies and H. 
W. 
Griswold. 
It is intimated that 
some of the stock above mentioned has 
been sold by the original holders and 
that the defendants in the case now 
have a majority of the stock of the 
company. fThe court also held the 
500 shares alleged to have been issued 
to H. D. Deam for past services were 
illegally issued and thas they were 
worthless. 


President Hamilton will go to Chi­ 
cago tonight or Monday and arrange­ 
ments will be made at once to resume 
work on the road. 


The decree of the court looks like a 
complete knock-out for Mr. Deam. 


Following is the decree of the court: 
It is decreed that all the stocks and 
certificates of stock issued by the com­ 
pany since March 1, l897,amounting to 
about 5,500 shares, including the 500 
shares claimed in the bill of complaint 
to have been Issued to Henry D. Deam 
for past services, was without author­ 
ity of law and is illegal and void. None 
of such stock, the court says, shall 
constitute 
any 
claim 
or liability 
against the company nor shall it have 
representation in any meeting of the 
stockholders. 
The secretary of the 
company is ordered and directed to 
enter this decree on the records and 
stock book of the company and also 
enter the tact that all such stock has 
been cancelled. 
The decree is not in­ 
tended to cancel the 800 shares of 
original stock. 


It is further adjudged that nothing 
eoutained in the decree shall be con­ 
strued to interfere with or prejudice 
the rights of any of the complainants 
of defendants to present to the board 
of directors any claims or demands 
that they may have against the defen­ 
dant corporation for past services and 
the board of directors shall have the 
power to adjust such claims. 
The 
claims, however, must iirst be sub­ 
mitted to the directors for adjudica­ 
tion and allowance by them before 
resorting to the courts. 


Concluding the decree says; “It 
appearing to the satisfaction of the 
court that the complainant, Henry D. 
Deam. has unlawfully changed the 
combination of the lock to the safe of 
the company, and has improperly, il­ 
legally and unlawfully prevented the 
officers and board of directors of the 
defendant railway company from hav­ 
ing access to said safe and to the records, 
papers and documents of the company; 
it is ordered and decreed that Henry D. 
Deam is directed and commanded to at 
once proceed to the office of the said 
defendant corporation and open the 
outside doors of the safe and. deliver to 
the secretary of the company the com­ 
bination to the look of the safe.

If 100 words had been 
taken out of the text the dispatch would 
have beeii accepted as an unobjection­ 
able statement of the American caee. As 
th e , matter stands^ the implication that 
England has not acted with good faith 
is considered a blow below the belt. , 
Sallabnrjr DoMn*t aehm to Feel Hurt. 
This dispatch was one of the earliest 
state papers presented by Ambassador 
Hay to the foreign office after his arriv­ 
al In London, and while the reply of Lord 
Salisbury w as a refusal to set aside the 
expert testimony of the British agent 
employed in the case, there was no indi­ 
cation that unfriendly feelings had been 
excited, either before or after Foster’s 
return to London from St. Petersburg. 
The negotiations have remained in pro­ 
gress with an increasing probability that 
the British government will ultimately 
consent to send a representative to a 
conference at Washington when Russia 
and Japan have been drawn into it.

The negetiations are 
controlled 
by 
Ambassador Hay, and his tact and flex­ 
ibility have tended to miniinize the effect 
of two or three passages in the original 
dispatch, which critics in the London 
press consider objectionable in form and 
lacking in courtesy. The protection of 
the seal herd is really st question not of 
international law, but of international 
comity and natural history, and there 
Is no reason for undue excitement over 
4t on cither side of the Atlantic. B^th 
Colonel Hay and Foster decline to dis­ 
cuss the question or to say anything 
except that the negotiations are making 
satisfactory progress.

■ ow Foster Is Progressing as Reported to 
the State Department. 


Washington, July 
17.—Ex-Secretary 
Foster Is believed to be meeting with a 
large measure of success in his efforts 
to secure from the British government 
additional measures of protection for the 
seals in Behring sea. While he has not yet 
reported that the British have formally 
consented to participate in a conference 
with this object In view unofllcial ad­ 
vices Indicate that this Is about to be 
accomplished. The ex-secretary has se­ 
cured powerful assistance from the great 
I.<ondon skin dressers, who handle all of 
the sealskins taken In the north Pacific 
and Behring sea and prepare them for 
use In garments. These merchants are 
advised fully as to the prospects of each 
year's catch and the state of the seal­ 
eries, so it Is regarded as strengthening 
Colonel Foster's case very much when, 
as he reports by cable to the state de­ 
partment, they affirm the correctness ot 
the conclusions reached by the Ameri 
can expert, Jordan, and by Inference re 
Ject those of the Canadian 
expert, 
Thompson. 


The issue between these experts, short­ 
ly stated, was whether or not the seals 
are being exterminated under existing 
regulationa The American finding was 
In the affirmative. If Foster has paved 
the way for an international conference 
to protect the seals, he has secured the 
most urgent of the dennands made by 
our government, but there Is still no 
evidence that the British government la 
willing to enter Into a modus vivendl to 
save, the seals while the Interminable 
talking of such a conference is going on 
and that was. It Is said here, one of the 
most Important objects of the mission.

Chicago, July 17.—For the second time 
In two months a jury in the criminal 
court has found Chsrles W. Spalding, 
ex-treasurer of the University of Illi­ 
nois, not guilty of embesxling the en­ 
dowment bonds of the institution. Yes­ 
terday, as before, the single word *Mn- 
tent” saved Spalding. The instructions 
to the jury by the court were that unless 
It was sure that Spalding intended to 
embeszle It must acquit him. 


The Jurors said after the verdict that 
while there was no doubt that Spalding 
smbexsled, there was a doubt whether he 
intended to embessle and nothing could 
be done but acquit. Eight ballots were 
taken, the first being seven ftor convic­ 
tion and five for acquittal.

Lactated food at once 
improves the appetite and makes sure 
that the child's digestion is supplying 
strength and the means for steady 
growth. Babies grow big and strong 
on lactated food. Close observation of 
countless weaning babies and of others 
not thriviog because they cannot be 
induced to eat, or because their food 
does not nourish (hem, led to the pre 
paration of lactated food.
